must at once surrender. 


Stanton could sit still no longer, and, ris- 


ing, he aaid, with all the earnestness that 
could be expressed in his bold and resolute 
features, " Mr. President, it is my duty as 
your legal adviser to say that you have no 
right to give up the property of the govern- 
ment or abandon the soldiers of the United 
States to its enemies; and the course pro- 
posed by the secretary of the interior, if 
followed, is treason, and will involve you 
and all concerned in treason/' Such lan- 
guage had never before been heard in Bu- 
chanan's cabinet, and the men who had so 
long ruled and bullied the president were 
surprised and enraged to be thus rebuked. 
Floyd and Thompson sprang to their feet 
with fierce, menacing gestures, seeming 
about to assault Stanton. Mr. Holt took u 
step forward to the side of the attorney 
general. 
The imbecile president implored 


them piteously to take their seats. After a 
few more bitter words the meetin^ broke 
up. That was the last cabinet meeting on 
that exciting qsestion in which Floyd par- 
ticipated. Before another was called, ali 
Washington was startled with a rumor of 
those gigantic frauds which have made his 
name so infamous. At first he tried to 
brazen it out with his customary blustering 
manner; but the next day the cabinet 
waited long for his appearance. 
At last he 


came ; the door opened, and his resignation 
was thrust into the room, and Floyd disap- 
peared from Washington. Such was thu 
end of Floyd and the beginning of Stanton. 


THE MONUMENTAL MORTAR FLOTILLA.— 


The Pittsburg Chronicle accounts as fol 
lows for the non-progress of the Mississippi 
mortar boats : 


" We have been for some time aware that 


the heavy mortars cast at the Fort Titt 
Works for the mortar boats built at St. 
Louis, did not go west, as were intended, 
but were transported east; and are to be 
used in the Burnside expedition, we believe. 
They were entirely too large for the St. 
Louis boats. Their recoil is terrible, and 
would have either sunk or shattered the 
nondescript concerns so injudiciously built, 
at St. Louis. We are not surprised to 
learn, therefore, as we do by a late letter, 
that Qen. Halleck has decided not to use 
the far-famed St. Louis mortar boats.— 
They now lie at the wharves, a monument 
of crude and ili-digested designs, and a 
proof of how Uncle Sam's monoy can be 
dissipated among unworthy favorites. 


"The mortar boats referred to were con- 


tracted for under Fremont's administration." 


These boats, it strikes us, are a proof of 


the 
incompeteney of the officers who 


planned them. It is possible that with all 
our scientific military education, our 
offi 


cers cannot lay down the relative propor- 
tions between a gun and the boat which is 
to carry it. Those boats should be a last- 
ing monument to the engineer who plan- 
ned them. As to their having been con- 
tracted for under Fremont's administration, 
so were the gunboats, but they were not 
contracted for by Fremont, nor by any of 
his officers.— Cincinnati Gazette. 


PROMOTION FOR MERIT.—The secretary 


of war announces that further military ap- 
pointments and promotions will be reserv- 
ed to reward actual services. From the 
time when the army began to expand to its 
immense dimensions, we have opposed the 
policy of appointing so many officers of 
bigh rank, and urged that the higher ranks 
should be kept open as much as possible as 
a reward for services in the field! But the 
pressure was so great that the government 
conld not resist, and it thought it was 
strengthening itself by conferring appoint- 
ments with a generous hand. 


We are glad that, though late, thepolicy 


is changed, and that hereafter pro^ptiona 
will cease to be made from politicaFbr in- 
3uential considerations, but will be held as 
a reward for victories, and the promotions 
and appointments will begin from the ranks. 
Nothing is so stimulating to the gallantry 
rfan army as a larger opening fo:r promo- 
tions for distinguished service, and it de- 
presses any service to have the high ranks 
full,— Cin. Gazette.

A Chapter til the History of the New 


Secretary of war. 


A-year ago, when Qen. Cass-^griovcd 


and indignant—left Mr. Buchanan's cabi- 
net, Mr. Attorney General Black was trans- 
ferred to the portfolio of state, and Mr. 
Stanton, then Absent from Washington, 
was fixed upon as attorney general. Tho 
same night he arrived at a Into hour, nnd 
learned from his family of his appointment. 
Knowing tho character of the bold, bad 
meu in the ascendency in tha cabinet, he 
determined at once to decline; but when, 
the next day, he announced his resolution 
at the White House, tho entreaties of tho 
distressed and helpless president, and tho 
argument of Mr. Black, prevailed upon hint 
to accept. 


At the first meeting of the cabinet which 


ha attended, the condition of tho acceded 
Btates and the course to bo pursued with 
the garrison at Fort Sampler was discussed, 
Floyd aud Thompson dwelling upon " the 
irritation of the southern heart, and tho 
folly of "continuing a useless garrison to 
increase the irritation." No one formally 
proposed any course of action, but the de- 
signs of tho conspirators were plain to the 
new attorney general. Ho wont home 
troubled. 
11 u bud intended, coming itt 


at RO late a day, to remain a quiet member 
of this discordant council. But it was not 
in his nature to sit quiet longer under such 
utterances. 


I Tho next meeting was a long and stor- 
my one, Mr. Holt, feebly seconded by tho 
president, urging the immediate reinforce- 
ment of Sumter, while Thompson, Floyd, 
and Thomas contended that a quasi-trenty 
had been made by the officers of tho gov- 
ernment with the leaders of the rebellion, 
to offer no resistance to their violations of 
law and seizures of government properly. 
Floyd especially blnzed with indignation at 
what ho termed the " violation of honor," 
At last Mr. Thompson formally moved that 
an imperative order be issued to Major 
Anderson to retire from Sumter to Fort 
iloultrie—abandoning Sumter [to the ene- 
my, and proceeding to a post where ho 
must at once surrender. 
! Stanton could sit still tio longer, and, ris- 


ing, bo said, with all the earnestness that 
could bo expressed in his bold and resolute 
features, " Mr. President, it is my duty as 
your legal adviser to say that you have no 
right to give up the property of tho govern- 
ment or abandon the soldiers of tho United 
States to its enemies; and the course pro- 
nosed by^tho secretary of the interior, if 
followed, ia treason, and will involve you 
and all concerned in treason." Such lan- 
guage had never before been heard in Bu- 
chanan's cabinet, and the meu who hnd so 
long ruled and bullied tho president were 
surprised and enraged to be thus rebuked. 
Floyd and Thompson sprang to their feet 
with fierce, menacing gestures, seeming 
about to assault Stanton. Mr. Holt took u 
step forward to the side of the attorney 
general. Tho imbecile president implored 
them piteoualy to take their scats. After a 
few more bitter words the meeting broke 
up. That was tho last cabinet meeting on 
that exciting question in which Floyd par- 
licipated. Before another was called, all 
Washington was startled with a rumor of 
those gigantic frauds which have made his 
name BO infamous. At first ho tried to 
brazen it out with his customary blustering 
manner; but tho next day the cabinet 
waited long for his appearance. At last hu 
came; the door opened, and his resignation 
was thrust into tho room, and Floyd disap- 
peared from 
Washington. Such was the 


end of Floyd and tho beginning of Stanton. 


THE MoxuuENTAij MOIITAII FLOTILLA.— 


The Pittsburg Chronicle accounts as fol- 
lows for tho non-progress of tho Mississippi 
mortar boats: 


'f Wo have been for some time aware that 


the heavy mortars cast at tho Fort Tilt 
Works for the mortar boats built at St. 
Louis, did not go west, as wcro intended, 
but were transported cast; and aro to be 
used in tho Burnside expedition, we believe. 
They were entirely too largo for tho St. 
Louis boats. Their recoil is terrible, and 
would have either dunk or shattered tho 
nondescript concerns so injudiciously built 
at St. Louis. \Vo are not surprised to 
learn, therefore, as wo do by a Into letter, 
that Qen. Halleclc has decided not to use 
tho far-famed St. Louis mortar boats.— 
They now He at the wharves, a monument 
of crude and ill-digested designs, and a 
proof of how Uncle Sam's money can bo 
dissipated among unworthy favorites. 


•' The mortar boats referred to were con- 


tracted for under Fremont's administration." 


These boats, it strikes us, are a proof of 


tho1 incompetency of the officers who 
planned them. It is possible that with al! 
our scientific military education, our ofli 
cers' cannot lay down the relative propor- 
tions between a gun and tho boat which is 
to carry it. 
Those boats should bo a last- 


ing monument to the engineer who plan- 
ned them. As to their having been con- 
tracted for under Fremont's administration, 
so were the gunboats, but thoy were not 
contracted for by Fremont, nor by any of 
his officers.—Cincinnati Gazette. 
. 


PROMOTION'FOR MEiiiT,—The secretary 


of war announces that further .military ap- 
pointments and promotions will be reserv- 
ed to reward actual services. From tlie 
time when the army began to expand to its 
immense dimensions, we havo opposed the 
policy of appointing so many otHcera of 
high rank, and urged that tho higher ranks 
should bo kept open as much as possible as 
a reward for services in tho field. But the 
pressure was so great that the government 
could not resist, and it thought it was 
strengthening itself by conferring appoint- 
ments with a generous hand. 
..: We are glad that, though late, thepolicy 
is cHanged, and that hereafter proJptions 
.will cease to be made from politicaTbr in- 
fluential considerations,' but will be held as 
a reward for victories, and the promotions 
and appointments will begin from the ranks. 
Nothing is BO stimulating to the gallantry 
of an army as a larger opening fix- promo- 
tions for distinguished service, and it de- 
presses any service to have the high ranks 
full,—Cm. Gazette.

bedsteads were, wanted for the troops in 
that: city, and while- the contracts were 
pending, speculators bought up nil the iron 
in the market suitable for the purpose, and 
held it for a large advance. The war de- 
partment decided at once to substitute blank- 
ets for bedsteads, and the contract for these 
has been let at about one-fourth the price 
of iron bedsteads.

The Battle In Kentucky. 


We publish to-day the best connected ac- 


count of the battle in Ker.tncky, which we 
bare seen. It waa a Bull Run defeat to 
the rebels—they appear to have been per- 
fectly panic stricken. 


Previous to the battle, Gen. Thomas had 


advanced, with some five thousand troops 
from Somerset, in a westerly direction to 
Jamestown, in Russell county, with the 
intention of cnttiug off Zollicoffer's com- 
munication with Bowling Green. 
Zollicof- 


fer, learning this, proposed to resist it be- 
fore a junction could take place with Gen. 
Shcepff, intending to take the two armies iu 
tietail and defeat them both. It was a 
good plan, if it had been successful. 
To 


accomplish this he left his fortified encamp- 
ment at Mill Spring, on the south side of 
Cumberland, about eleven miles from the 
place where the battle was fought, and at- 
tacked Gen. Thomas, on Sunday morning, 
the 19th inst. The result was a glorious 
victory for the Union cause, inspiring new 
hope everywhere among loyal men. 


A Xew Set of Books, 


Gen. Lane said at Chicago that the gov- 


ernment opened a new set of books on 
Monday last, and that the men in favor of 
an earnest prosecution of the war were now 
to take the matter in hand. 
We though 


at the time we read the statement, that i 
would soon be " modified." 
The following 


from the Chicago Journal is more likely to 
indicate tbe policy : 


A Washington correspondent writes:— 


"President Lincoln is highly gratified a 
the 
intelligence from Kentucky, whicl 


proves that if the conservative men of the 
country will stand by him, and carry ou 
the policy adopted in the Crittenden resolu 
tion passed six months ago to-morrow—- 
the day after the battle of Bull Kun—re 
bellion will soon be crushed. 
" Very evident is it, that in Kentucky 


neither emancipation nor confiscation is a 
military necessity, and that the rebels can 
be defeated in that state without in ani 
way interfering with the slavery question.' 


It looks as if the aid of radical men wil 


only be sought when the nation is in dan 
ger, but the moment a victory is gainec 
and hope revived, the old Kentucky plan 
will be again in the ascendant. 
Slaver} 


will not be hurt if it can possibly be avoid- 
ed. Well, let the tide of events flow on— 
it is a consolation to reflect that tho rulers 
of nations cannot get outside of God's 
providence, no matter what policy they maj 
pursue. 


The .Government Currency. 


The efforts of bankers and capitalists to 


induce the government to institute a system o: 
Free Banking throughout the United States 
h&s failed. The committee of ways and 
means have decided against it, and there is 
little doubt that Congress itself will adopt 
the plan which they have recommended. 
They propose to authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue one hundred millions 
of dollars, in treasury notes, which, togeth- 
er with the $50,000,000 already in circula- 
tion, are to be made a legal tender in pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private in the 
United States. On the back of these notes 
ia to be printed : " The within note is a le. 
gal tender in payment of all debts, public 
and private, and is exchangeable for bonds 
of the United Slates, bearing six per cent 
interest." To enable the Secretary^to fund 
these notes at any time when presented, he 
is authorized to issue coupon or registered 
bonds to an amount not exceeding $500,- 
000,000 bearing six per cent interest, and 
redeemable at the pleasure of the govern- 
ment, after twenty years after date. This is to 
provide funds for the current fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 18S2, and for the ensuing 
year, ending June 30, 1863. 


We hope Congress will promptly adopt 


this plan. It is a most wise and timely 
measure, and meets the approval of a vast 
majority of the people. 
While it will fur- 


nish the government with abundant means 
to carry on the war, it gives the country a 
a reliable and convenient currency, good 
every where. 


Congress should now impose a direct tax, 


sufficient to meet the current expenses of 
tha government and to pay the interest on 
this debt. The financial victory will then 
be fully achieved, and nothing will be left 
to be done but for the army to move for- 
ward and crush the rebellion, which they 
can. do if the commander in chief wills it. 


THE NEW SCPREME JUDGE.—The name 


of the new judge appointed to the bench of 
the United States supreme court by Presi 
dent Lincoln is Noah H. Swayne. His ap- 
pointment has been confirmed by the sen- 
ate. 


CAIRO EXPEDITION.—A correspondent of 


the Cincinnati Gazette has been trying to 
discover the object of the recent grand ex- 
pedition from Cairo. 
The only thing actu- 


ally accomplished was the burning of a 
one-horse grist mill belonging to a seces- 
sionist.

ZOLLICOFFEB'B (LATS) ENCAMPMEST, 1 
January 20,1802. / 


Here I sit in a cedar log cabin, inside the 


intrenchmeuts of tho wonderful position of 
"old Zolly," to write you a letter, on contra- 
band paper, with contraband pen and con- 
traband ink. 
Where shall I begin—what 


shall I write first: there are incidents 
enough, if all recounted, to fill a volume; 
things that took place in this, the most com- 
plete victory, and most overwhelming, total 
overthrow the secession army has yet met 
with in this rebellion. To begin at the be- 
ginning, and tell the story straight: 


Just at daybreak on Sunday morning, the 


19th of January, sharp firing commenced 
with the pickets in the same spot where the 
firing was laat Friday night; the long roll 
beat in the Indiana 10th, and they formed 
instantly and marched to tho support of 
their pickets. 
The 10th and Kinney's bat- 


tery were close together, and a half a mile 
in advance of everything. The battery got 
ready for action on the instant, and awaited 
orders. By the way, StannarU's battery 
and Wetmore's four gun battery were both 
in park, one on each side of Kinney's bat- 
tery. 
The 1st Tennessee was about a quar- 


ter of a mile in the rear of these batteries, 
in the woods. The 4th Kentucky, Colonel 
Pry, was the next regiment on the road, 
half a mile in the rear of the batteries ; it 
was forming as I ran past, getting to my 
own regiment (for I slept in Kinney's bat- 
tery); the 2d'Tennessee another quai-ter of 
a mile in the rear of the -1th Kentucky. By 
this time the cavalry were running their 
horses all over the country, in every direc- 
tion, except towards the firing, which still 
continued at intervals. 
The 2d was just, 


getting breakfast, and supposing it was only 
a picket fight, kept on cooking and eating, 
though very few had eaten anythiug when 
the column of our forces appeared coming 
on in our rear. Lieut. Col. Trewhit prompt- 
ly got us into line and double-quicked us 
'uto the road ahead of the advancing col- 
umn ; tbe 4th Kentucky had gone when we 
reached their encampment. The firing still 
continued, and very briskly. 
We kept ou 


at a double-quick, all hoping and believing 
that we would have a chance to smell burut 
Dowder. 
But when opposite tha encamp 


ment of the 10th Indiana, up rode the Col- 
onel and halted us for further orders. 
We 


T.11 thought, if we didn't say it, d—n further 
orders. 


The 10th Indiana went into the woods 


about a quarter of a mile in advance ol 
heir tents, to the support of their pickets ; 
ana bravely did they support them, too, for 
over half an hour, against tha wholo force 
ed against them ; r.nd never retreated a 
.tep, nor give an inch of ground, until near- 
y surrounded by overwhelming numbers ; 
hen, to save themselves from being entire- 
ly surrounded, they unwillingly gave way. 
Here was a crisis; and yell on yell went up 
from the lantern jawed secessionists; they 
thought the day was all their own. But, 
happily, any disastrous consequence was 
prevented by the arrival of the 4th Kentucky 
and' 9th Ohio, to the support of the gallant 
10th. Again our men made a stand"; now 
there was fighting in good earnest, and tbe 
2d Minnesota joined in with the 10th and 
the 4th and the 9th Ohio. Volley after vol- 
ley rattled in quick succession, and some- 
times it seemed as though there waa only 
one continuous volley, interrupted now and 
then by the growling of the " yellow pups," 
which had been brought to bear on tho en- 
emy ; and when they once commenced, they 
distributed their fkvors freely in all direc- 
tions, in the shape of shot and shell; and. 
gentlemen, excuse me from being the recip 
lent of any such favors. There were only 
two or three shots from cannon fired by the 
enemy, and they were either badly aimed or 
the piiices were out of range, for the shot 
did not disturb anybody. Once they threw 
a shell into the air, which burst when some 
four or five hundred feet high. 
No damage 


was done by it, and their artillery seemed 
to be of no use to them whatever, while on 
the contrary, ours seemed to be of immense 
use to us : and it was most ably and effect- 
ively handled. After a little more than two 
hours of hard fighting, a most tremendous 
volley of musketry, followed by a ringing 
shout from our side, seemed to have decid- 
ed the battle in our favor, for from that 
time, although firing was kept up at inter- 
vals, the secessionists, whipped and cowed., 
began their retreat, which in about twenty 
minutes more became a total rout; and 
from the indications along the road which 
we afterwards passed over, the flight ap 
peared to have been a regular race from 
that point back to their intrenchments, to 
see who could get there first, and tha devil 
take the hindmost. 


All the credit and honor of this battle is 


due to the 10th Indiana, the 9th Ohio, the 
4th Kentucky and 2d Minnesota. For they 
did all the fighting, as it were, single-hand 
ed, with the exception of what support they 
received from the artillery. They all fought 


other circumstances. Here is the factwhat 
they did do, and that was simply nothing. 
As to the rest the future will decide. 


Our course was now steadily forward to 


the main road that lead to Zollicoffer's en- 
campment on the Cumberland. 
I shall not 


attempt to describe the battle field, the 
dead or the dying. 
Of course in all battles 


somebody must- be killed, and somebody 
must be wounded; thia was no exception 
to the general rule. I shall mention only 
one of the cead—that one Zollicoffer. 
He 


lay by the side of the road along which we 
all passed, and all had a fair view of what 
was cnce Zollicoffer. I saw the lifeless 
body us it lay in a fence corner by the side 
of the road, but Zollicoffer himself ia now 
in he!l. May all other chief conspirators 
in thiii rebellion soon share Zollicoffer's 
fate—shot dead through the instrumentali- 
ty of an avenging God—their spirits sent 


and substitute contrabands. They will be 
much cheaper. Their instruments are ebo- 
ny, with very large month pieces, and beau- 
tifully inlaid with ivory." 


nobly, and judging from the sound of tbe 
musketry, they never wavered from a fixed 
determination to gain the victory, and they 
did gain it. The combatants were so near 
;o each other at one time, that the powder 
Durned their faces in the discharge of their 
pieces; but the underbrush was so thick 
;hat bayonets were of but little use aud a 
charge could hardly have been made. 


The moat important event of the whole 


event waa the death of Zollicoffer. Col. 
Fry of the 4th Kentucky, charged up a hill 
by himself upon a group cf mounted 
offi- 


cers, and fired at the one he conceived to 
>e the chief among them ; he fired two shots, 
)oth of them took effect, and Zollicoffer, 
one of the master spirits of the rebellion, 
ell off his horse, dead. Col. Fry was, luck- 
ly, unhurt, but his horse was shot through 
.he body, the bullet entering only a few 
nches behind the Colonel's leg. 
This must 


lave been a deadner to all the hopes the 
iecessioffists had for victory, as from this 
moment began the retreat; and so closely 
did our forces push upon them that they 
were obliged to leave their illustrious leader 
where he fell by the side of the road. 


What were the East Tennesseans doing 


during all this engagement, with their 
>oasted bravery? The 1st regimeutl know 
>ut little about, exeept that it marched to 
he edge of the woods in which the firing 
was going on, find disappeared from sight.

straightway to hell, and their lifeless bodies 
lay in a fence comer, their faces spattered 
with mud, and their garments divided np, 
and even the hair of the head cut off and 
pulled out by an unsympathising soldiery 
of a conquering army, battling for the 
right. 


Tbe march was now steadily but cau- 


tiously forward. Two pieces of artillery 
were taken ; one was crippled in the woods 
near the battle ground, and the other was 
found stuck in the mud about a mile in the 
rear ; also two wagons with ammunition. 
No incident worth mentioning occurred on 
the march, which was deliberately but 
steadily forward, with the artillery well up, 
until a final halt was made about half past 
four, within a mile of the breastworks of 
the f8,inous fortifications on the Cumber- 
land, which have been reported impregna- 
ble. Here the artillery was again planted, 
and set to work shelling the wonderful for- 
tifications ; and a continuous tire was kept 
up for nearly an hour. Every shell that 
was thrown we could hear burst distinctly. 
There was only one cannon that answered 
us from the breastworks, and that one 
sounded more like a potato pop-gun than 
anything else I can liken it to, and did us 
no damage, as the shot never reached us. 
This one piece was only fired four times. 
iSTight closed in and the firing ceased. 
We 


all laid down on the wet ground, in perfect 
security, to rest our weary limbs, the dis 
tance we had to coma being over ten miles 
on the direct road, let alone the bushes and 
underbrush we went through, to eay noth- 
ing about two or three dress parades of the 
'2d for somebody's amusement, but not our 
own, I can assure you. Aud then the roads 
and fields were awfully cut up, and mud 
was plenty as it had rained a good part of 
the forenoon. 
Our men laid down to rest 


without a mouthful to eat, many of whom 
had eaten no breakfast ; but as Capt. Cross 
said, l; tbe man who could not fast two 
days over ZollicotTer's scalp, was no mau 
at all;" and there waa no grumbling, as 
iherc was no necessity for it. However, 
the teams came up iu the night with crack- 
ers and bacon. 


Now here is the summary, ao far as I 


know, up tr> Sunday night; we are within a 
rnile of ZoIlicoETer's encampment 5 Zollicof- 
f'er is killed and his forces have been whip- 
ped—some two hundred of them being kill 
ed and a great many wounded ; one ol 
Urittenden's aids, a lieutenant colonel and 
three surgeons, are taken prisoners, but 
how mfiuy more I know not; two pieces of 
artillery uud three wagons were left, and 
the road was strewed with guns, blankets, 
coats, haversacks, and everything else that 
impeded flight; on our side from 20 to 30 
are killed, and from 80 to 100 wounded, 
having no prisoners taken that we know of. 


On the morning of the 20th, soon after 


daylight, several of the regiments were 
moved forward towards the breastwoaks, 
and a cannon ball or two fired over into 
them ; but no answer was made, all was 
quiet. 
The regiments moved steadily on 


and into their fortifications, it being ascer- 
tained hat there was no one to oppose 
them. The enemy having crossed the riv- 
er during the night, or early in the morn- 
ing the rout was complete. It seems as 
though there was a perfect panic among 
them, their tents having been left standing, 
and their blankets, clothes, [cooking uten- 
sils, letters, papers etc., all left behind.— 
The position is a pretty strong one, but not 
near so much so as we had been led to sup- 
pose. Huts were built, nicely chinked with 
mud, many of them having windows in 
themfor comfortable winterquarters. How 
much work the devils have done, and how 
little it has profited them. 


I have been wandering around all flay, 


seeing and bearing what I could. The 
Cumberland makes one side of the encamp- 
ment safe, by an abrupt bank 250 feet 
high. I went down to the river bottom, to 
which, there is a road on our side. Here 
were all, or nearly all, of their wagons, 
some twelve or fifteen hundred horsRS and 
mules, harness, [saddles, sabres, guns ; in 
fact, everything. It was a complete stam- 
pede, aud by far the most disastrous defeat

Well, finally we were formed in a line of 


'attle, out of all harm's way, and remained 
o until all the firing was over, when we 
'ere double-quicked to the edge of the 
'oods, and halted again until the firing re- 
aded and died away entirely. 
It is needles! to comment upon the con- 
net of the Tennesseana ; to say what they 
ould have don« or would have done under 


regiments here, two being unarmed ; and 
Zollicoffer, who waa the presiding devil, 
although Crittenden had taken the com- 
mand, thought the 10th Indiana and Kin- 
ney's battery were just two regiments by 
themselves, and did' not know that they 
were supported by the balance of the divi- 
sion, which was out of sight behind on ac- 
count of the timber, and he conceived the 
happy idea of rushing upon and capturing 
these two regiments to get their arms to 
supply his own unarmed men. So he took 
all the available force he had—some 8,000 
or 9,000 men—and made tha attack—with 
what result has already been shown. Now 
this only goes to prove that, in order to put 
this rebellion down, we must do something. 
In this fight four of our regiments whipped 
and completely routed the great army that 
was under Zollicoffer, killed the old devil 
himself, and may be Crittendeu too, for he 
has not been heard of since the battle. The 
prisoners we have taken estimate our force 
at 20,000 ; bah I we can take them at any 
time and any place, and give them the odds 
three to one, whip them every time. Their 
cause is a bad one, they know it; and the 
only way their men can be induced to fight 
at all is by their leaders getting in the very 
front rank with them. 


The second Minnesota captured a banner 


from the Mississippi regimeut, which had 
on it tho "Mississippi Butchers." They 
may be good butchers at home, but they 
make a mighty awkward fist at butchering 
Yankees. 
They had better go home and 


attend to their business. Nearly every man 
has a trophy of this victory; there are 
plenty to get, certain; and I sit writing 
this now with a Louisiana zouave head- 
dress and tassel on my head.

Hall and others, attesting to the loy- 
alty of Mr. Wilson ; also, a letter from Mr.

Mr. Wilson then took the oath. 
On motion of Mr. Trumbull, of Illinois, 


the bill relating to certain judicial districts 
of the United States circuit court was taken 
up.

his expulsion. The subject was not con- 
cluded, and after an executive session the 
senate adjourned till Monday.

000 to pay the expenses of the committee 
appointed to inquire into the conduct of the 
war was passed. 


The senate bill appropriating $25,000 to 


be expended under the direction of the sec- 
retary of war, if in his judgment the same 
be necessary, for the protection of the emi- 
grants on the overland route between the 
Atlantic states !'.nd California and Oregon, 
and Washington Territory, was passed. 


The house then resumed the considers 


tion of the Indian Intercourse Act, and 
passed it. 


The house considered the senate'satnend- 


ment to the consular and diplomatic appro, 
priation bill, and non-concurred in those in- 
cluding Florence among the consul gener- 
alship, and striking out Hayti, Liberia, <fec. 
The bill will be returned to the senate. 


Adjourned.

MORNING DESPATCHES. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27. 


Tribune dispatch—A proposition will 


soon be offered in the senate, to impose a 
tax of 10 per cent, upon the pay of officers 
from a major general down to a private.— 
The army prefers a tax to a reduction of 
pay, and large numbers have petitioned for 
it. The government from this source will 
receive a revenue of about $25,000,000.— 
The petition of the officers say that they 
prefer a tax of 15 or 20 per cent, to a re- 
duction. 


Letters from Havana to-day, states that 


the allies are greatly dissatisfied with their 


Miramon aud othera have deceived them.— 
They expected aid from a strong party, and 
they find the population as on* man against 
them. They are convinced that their pres- 
ent forces are utterly inadequate to the task 
of bringing the Mexicans to terms. The 
troops at Vera "Crnz are suffering greatly 
from sickness ; 500 men of 8,000 being in 
the hospitals. Whenever they have ven- 
tured beyond the range of their cannon they 
have been shot down if few, or driven back 
if in force. 
Discontented and virtually be- 


sieged, they quarrel among themselves.— 
On one occasion a French regiment fought 
a Spanish, regiment until a number were 
killed and wounded on each. In conse- 
quence of this brawl it was determined that 
the French force should immediately land 
at Tampico, where, as previous advices in- 
form us, resistance would be made. 
The 


English were at the same time to attack 
Matamoras. Mr. Corwin writes that Dia- 
blado, who is the salt of the new adminis- 
tration, declares that Mexico will make a 
successful resistance to the invaders, but 
adds that he has not learned on what terri 
torial line of defence he will make it. 
The 


allies have already differed among them- 
selves on a number of trifling points, such 
as the relative positions at Vera Cruz of 
their national flags, which have been chang- 
ed three times ; of the order of their signa- 
tures to proclamations and otherdocumeuts. 


It is doubtful whether the house will pass 


the bill reorganizing the supreme court as 
it comes from the senate. It is thought the 
bill will be amended so as to put Indiana, 
Illinois and Wisconsin in one circuit, and 
the states west of the Mississippi in another. 


Recent intelligence leads to the belief 


that inoat of the rebel soldiers directly in 
front of Washington are housed between 
Ball Bun and Manassaa. A sufficient force 
to man the forts at Centerville only being 
left there. It is believed that a large por- 
tion of the wing of the Potomac is distribu- 
ted at various points in Virginia, upon the 
lines of railroad converging at Manatsas. 


Col. Reynolds, tbe government agent at 


Port Royal lo superintend the gathering, 
growing and transportation of cotton, ar- 
rived here, yesterday, and had a long inter- 
view with the secretary of the treasury.— 
He has already received more than $1,000,- 
000 worth of cotton. 
The two or three 


thousand negroes, just freed, are induatri 
ous and orderly, and do their work well and 
cheerfully. 
They need clothing and medi- 


cal attendance. 
He desires to take back 


with him an ample supply of the former, 
and several physicians. 


Times' dispatches.—A rebel deserter who 


came into our lines last evening, contra- 
dicts the report that the rebels have fallen 
back from Manassas. He says that about 
ten regiments have gone south, but that the 
main body of the rebel army has not chang- 
ed its position. 
The rebel Hue of defance 


extends upwards of 60 miles. They ex- 
pect the most sanguinary battle to take 
place at Centerville,. for they have at that 
place, and for miles around, almost impreg- 
nable fortifications. 


AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


ROLLA, Mo., Jan. 26. 


A prominent citizen of south-west Mis- 


souri has just arrived from Mt. Vernon, 
Lawrence county, and says : Gen. Rains, 
with about 400 men, staid over night at Mt. 
Vernon on Thursday night, 14th inst. on 
his way to Qranly where his men said they 
were going to work in the lead mines. 
Threats were made to arrest all men who 
had been connected with Home Guard com- 
panies, and put them at work in the mines. 
Iu consequence of this a large number of 
union citizens were leaving the country. 
On the same night that Rains staid at Mt. 
Vernon, report said that 170 or 200 rebels 
were encamped on the head of Spring river, 
en. route for Cassville. 


In regard to the number of troops in 


Northern Arkansas he says that he has it 
from good authority that there are only 
about 500 or 600 at Cross Belloes and Cane 
Hill, but a body of from 300 to 500 men 
are at Titsworth about 50 miles below Van 
Buren on the Arkansas river. 


Several secessionists told Hall that Price's 


forces at Springfield, did not exceed 10,000. 
This gentleman met the scouts of the fede- 
ral army four miles beyond Lebanon, aud 
other troops at different points this side.

A GREAT COUNTRY.—The vast magni- 


tude of the Russian empire can only be 
shown by a comparative statement. The 
tolal area of the United States, the north, 
the south and the territories, is 2,936,156 
square miles. 
The area of France (inclu- 


ding Corsica and Savoy) is 207,933 square 
miles. The area of the British Isles is 120,- 
850 square miles. 
Thus the territorial 


extent of the United States is twenty-four 
times greater than that of the British Isles, 
and fourteen times greater than that of 
France. Our whole area could be divided 
into about 400 states of the size of Massa- 
chusetts. It is estimated that the territory 
of our single country is much larger than 
that which constituted the Roman Empire 
when it was greatest. But Russia is be- 
tween two and three times larger than the 
United States. Her square miles, in Eu- 
rope and Asia, are 7,864,861.

We publish to-day tho best connected ac- 


count of the battle ia Kentucky, which wo 
hare seen. It WAS a Bull Ran defeat to 
the robel;}—they appear to hare been per- 
feclly panic stricken. 


Previous to tho battle, Gen. Thomas had 


advanced, with some fivo thousand troopa 
from Somerset, in a westerly direction to 
Jamestown, in Russell county, with tho 
intention of cutting off Zollicoffer's com- 
munication with Bowling Green. 
Zollicof- 


fer, learning this, proposed to resist it bo- 
fore a junction could tuke place with Gen. 
ShooplF, iutuncling to tako the two armies in 
detail and defeat them both. It was a 
good plan, if it Lad been successful. 
To 


accomplish this he left his fortified encamp- 
ment at Mill Spring, on the south aide of 
Cumberland, about eleven miles from the 
place where the battle was fought, and at- 
tacked Gen. Thomas, on Sunday morning, 
the 19th inst. The result was a glorious 
victory for the Union cause, inspiring now 
hope everywhere among loyal men. 


A New Set of Book*. 


Gen. Lano said at Chicago that the gov- 


ernment opened a new set of books on 
Monday last, and that the men in favor of 
an earliest prosecution of the war were now 
to take the matter in band. 
We thought 


at the time we read the statement, that it 
would soon be " modified," The following 
from the Chicago Journal is more likuly to 
indicate tbe policy: 


A Washington correspondent writes:— 
" President Lincoln is highly gratified at 
the intelligence from Kentucky, which 
proves that if tho conservative men of the 
country will stand by him, and carry out 
the policy adopted in the Crittenden resolu- 
tion passed six months ago to-morrow— 
the day niter the battle of Bull Run—re- 
bellion will soon be crushed. 


"Very evident is it, that in Kentucky 


neither emancipation nor confiscation is a 
military necessity, and that tho rebels can 
bo defeated in that state without in any 
way interfering with the slavery question." 


It looks as if the aid of radical men will 


only be sought when tho nation is in dan- 
ger, but the moment a victory is gained 
and hope revived, tho old Kentucky plan 
will be again in tho ascendant. Slavery 
will not be hurt if it can possibly be avoid- 
ed. Well, let tho tide of events flow on— 
it is a consolation to reflect that tho rulers 
of nations cannot gel outside of God's 
providence, no matter what policy they may 
pursue. 


The .Government Currency. 


The efforts of bankers and capitalists to 


induce thegovernment to institute a system of 
Free Banking throughout tho United States 
has failed. Tho committee of ways and 
ineani havo decided against it, and there is 
little doubt that Congress itself will adopt 
tbe plan which they bare recommended. 
They propose to authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue one hundred millions 
of dollars, in treasury notes, which, togeth- 
er with the $50,000,000 already in circula- 
tion, are to be made a legal tender in pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private in the 
United States. On the back of these notes 
is to be printed: "The within note is a le. 
gal tender in payment of all debts, public 
and private, and is exchangeable for bonds 
of the United Slates, bearing six per cent 
interest." To enable the Secretaryjto fund 
these notes at any time when presented, he 
U authorized to issue coupon or registered 
bonds to an amount not exceeding $500,- 
000,000 bearing six per cent interest, and 
redeemable at the pleasure of the govern- 
ment, after twenty years after date. Thisisto 
provide funds for the current fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 1802, and for tho ensuing 
year, ending June 30,-1863. 


We hope Congress will promptly adopt 


thii plan. It is a most wise and timely 
measure, and meets the approval of a vast 
majority of the people. While it will fur- 
nish the government with abundant moans 
to carry on the war, it gives tbe country a 
a reliable and convenient currency, good 
erery where. 
' 


Congress should now impose a direct tax, 


sufficient to meet the current expenses of 
the government and to pay the interest on 
this debt. The financial victory will then 
be fully achieved, and nothing will be left 
to be done but for tho army to move for* 
ward and crush the rebellion, which they 
can do if the commander in chief wills it.

Here I sit in a cedar log cabin, inside the 


intrenchmeuta of tho wonderful position of 
"old Zolly," to write you a letter, on contra- 
band paper, with contraband pen and con- 
traband ink. 
Where shall I begin — what 


shall I write first: there are incidents 
enough, if all recounted, to fill a volume; 
things that took place in this, the most com- 
plete victory, ana most overwhelming, total 
overthrow the secession army has yet met 
with in this rebellion. To begin at the be* 
ginning, and tell the story straight : 


Just at daybreak on Sunday morning, tho 


19th of January, sharp firing commenced 
with tho pickets in the same spot where the 
firing was last Friday night j tho long roll 
beat in the Indiana 10th, and they formed 
instantly and marched to tho support of 
their pickets. The 10th and Kiuney'a bat- 
tery were close together, and a half a mile 
in advance of everything. The battery got 
ready for action on tho instant, and awaited 
orders. 
By the way, Stannord's battery 


and Wetmore'a four gun battery were both 
in park, one on each side of Kinnoy's bat- 
tery. The 1st Tennessee was about a quar- 
ter of a mile in tho rear of these batteries, 
in the woods. Tho 4th Kentucky, Colonel 
Fry, was the next regiment on the road, 
half a mile in the rear of the batteries ; it 
was forming as I ran past, getting to my 
own regiment (for I slept in Kiuney's bat- 
tery); the 2d 'Tennessee another quarter of 
a mite in the rear of tho 4th Kentucky. By 
this time the cavalry were running their 
horses all over the country, in every direc- 
tion, except towards tho firing, which still 
continued at intervals. The 2d was just 
getting breakfast, and supposing it was only 
a picket fight, kept on cooking and eating, 
though very few had eaten anythiug when 
tho column of our forces appeared coming 
on in our rear. Lieut. Col. Truwhit prompt- 
ly got us into line and double-quicked us 
into the road ahead of the advancing col- 
umn ; the 4tb Kentucky had gone when we 
reached their encampment. The firing still 
continued, and very briskly. We kept on 
at a double-quick, all hoping and believing 
that we would havo a chance to smell burnt 
powder. But when opposite tha encamp 
ment of the 10th Indiana, up rode the Col- 
onel and halted us for further orders. 
We 


nil thought, if we didn't say it, d — n further 
orders. 


Tho 10th Indiana went into tho woods 


about a quarter of a milo in advance ot 
their tents, to the support of their pickets ; 
and bravely did they support them, too, for 
over half an hour, against tho wholo force 
led against them ; tvnd never retreated a 
step, nor give an inch of ground, until near- 
ly surrounded by overwhelming numbers ; 
then, to save themselves from being entire- 
Ir surrounded, they unwillingly gave way. 
Hero was a crisis ; and yell on yell went up 
from the lantern jawed secessionists; they 
thought the day was all their own. But, 
happily, any disastrous consequence was 
prevented by the arrival of the 4th Kentucky 
and' 9th Ohio, to the support of the gallant 
10th. Again our men made a stand ; now 
there was fighting in good earnest, and tlio 
2d Minnesota joined in with the 10th and 
the 4th and tho 9th Ohio. Volley after vol- 
ley rattled in quick succession, and some- 
times it seemed as though there was only 
one continuous volley, interrupted now and 
then by the growling of the "yellow pups," 
which had been brought to bear ou tho en- 
emy: and when they once commenced, they 
distributed their favors freely in all direc- 
tions, in the shape of shot and shell ; and, 
gentlemen, excuse mo from being the recip 
lent of any such fuvorg. Thero were only 
two or three shots from cannon fired by the 
enemy, and they were either badly aimed or 
the piuces were out of range, for tho shot 
did not disturb anybody. 
Once they threw 


a shell into the air, which burst when some 
four or five hundred feet high. No damage 
was done by it, and their artillery seemed 
to be of no use to them whatever, while ou 
tho contrary, ours seemed to be of immense 
•ise to us : and it was most ably and effect- 
ively handled. 
After a little more than two 


hours of hard fighting, a most tremendous 
volley of musketry, followed by a ringing 
shout from our side, seemed to have decid- 
ed the battle in our favor, for from that 
time, although firing was kept up at inter- 
vals, the secessionists, whipped and cowed, 
began their rctrent, which in about twenty 
minutes more became a total rout; and 
from the indications along tho road which 
we afterwards passed over, the flight np 
peared to have been a regular race from 
that point back to their intrcnchments, to 
see who could get there first, and tho devil 
take the hindmost. 


All the credit and honor of this battle is 


due to the 10th Indiana, tho 9th Ohio, the 
4th Kentucky arid 2d Minnesota. For they 
did all the fighting, as it were, single-hand 
ed, with the exception of what support they 
received from the artillery. 
They all fought 


nobly, and judging from the sound of the 
musketry, they never wavered from a fixed 
determination to gain the victory, and they 
did gain it. The combatanto were so near 
to each other at one time, that the powder 
burned their faces in tbe discharge of their 
pieces ; but the underbrush was BO thick 
that bayonets were of but little use and a 
charge could hardly have been made. 


The most important event of the wholo 


event was the death of Zollicoffer. 
Col. 


Fry of the 4th Kentucky, charged up a hill 
by himself upon a group cf mounted offi- 
cers, and fired at tho one ho conceived to 
be the chief among them ; he fired two shots, 
both of them took effect, and Zollicoffer, 
one of the master spirits of the rebellion, 
fell off his horse, dead. 
Col. Fry was, luck- 


ily, unhurt, but his horso was shot through 
the body, tho bullet entering only a few 
inches behind the Colonel's leg. 
This must 


have been a deadner to all the hopes the 
secessionists had for victory, as from this 
moment began the retreat; and so closely 
did our forces push upon them that they 
wore obliged to leave their illustrious leader 
where he fell by the side of tho road. 


What were the East Tennesseans doing 


during all this engagement, with their 
boasted bravery ? The 1st regiineutl know 
but little about, except that it marched to 
the edge of the woods in which tho firing 
was going on, and disappeared from sight. 


other circumstances. 
Here is tbe fact what 


they did do, and that was simply, nothing. 
As to the rest the future will decide. 


Our course was now steadily forward to 


the main road that lead to Zollicoffer1* en- 
campment on the Cumberland. I shall not 
attempt to describe the battle field, the 
dead or the dying. Of course in all battles 
somebody must be killed, and somebody 
must be wounded; this was no exception 
to tho general rule. I shall mention only 
one of tho cead—that one Zollicoffer. He 
lay by tbe side of the road along which we 
all pa&sed, and all had a fair view of what 
was ciico Zollicoffer. I saw the lifeless 
body as it lay in a fence corner by the side 
of tho rond, but Zollicoffer himself is now 
in hell. May all other chief conspirators 
in thin rebellion soon share Zolhcoffer's 
fate—shot: dead through the instrumentali- 
ty of un avenging God—their spirits sent 
straightway to hell, and their lifeless bodies 
lay in a fence corner, their faces spattered 
with mud, and their garments divided up, 
and even the hair of the head cut off and 
pulled out by an unsyrapathising soldiery 
of n conquering army, battling for the 
right. 


The march was now steadily but cau- 


tiously forward. Two pieces of artillery 
were taken ; one was crippled in the woods 
near the battlo ground, and the other was 
found stuck in the mud about a mile in the 


also two wagons with ammunition. 
rear 


As a regiment they did not fire a gun, but 
Lieutenant Colonel Spears, who is a whole 
team and a horse to let, some way got in 
ahead of hia men and where the fighting 
was; he shot a few times with his revolver, 
and turned "around to see where his men 
were, when he perceived an officer in be- 
tween him and where his men otjht to be, 
evidently trying to cut him off. But the 
officer, who turned out to be Lieutenant 
Colonel Carter—waked up tbe wrong pas- 
sender when he got after Spears, and the 
tables were turned; for instead of cutting 
Col. Spears off, the Colonel took him priso 
ner and brought him back into the regi- 
ment. The 2u Tennessee went through va- 
rious and sundry evolutions ; they were 
marched and countermarched; right ob- 
liqued and left obliqued; right faced and 
left faced, and brought up all standing in a 
briar patch. 


Well, finally we were formed in a line of 


battle, out of all harm's way, and remained 
so until all tho firing was over, when wo 
were double-quicked to the edge of tho 
woods, and halted again until the firing re- 
ceded and died away entirely. 


It 5s neediest to comment upon the con- 


duct of tho Tennesseani; to say what they 
could bare done or would hare done under 


No incident worth mentioning occurred on 
the march, which was deliberately but 
steadily forward, with tbe artillery well up, 
until a final halt was made about half past 
four, within a mile of the breastworks of 
the fatuous fortifications on the Cumber- 
land, which have been reported impregna- 
ble. Hero the artillery was again planted, 
and set to work shelling the wonderful for- 
tifications ; and a continuous firo was kept 
up for nearly an hour. Every shell that 
WHS thrown wo could hear burst distinctly. 
There was only one cannon that answered 
us from tho breastworks, and that one 
sounded more liko a potato pop-gun than 
anything else I can liken it to, and did us 
no damage, as the shot never reached us. 
This one piece was only fired four times. 
Night doted in and the firing ceased. We 
all laid down on the wet ground, in perfect 
security, to rest our weary limbs, the dis 
tanco we had to come being over ten miles 
on tho direct road, let alone tho bushes and 
underbrush wo went through, to say noth- 
ing about two or three dress parades of the 
2d for somebody's amusement, but not our 
own, 
I can assure you. And then the roads 


and fields were awfully cut up, and mud 
was plenty as it had rained a gocd part of 
the forenoon. 
Our men laid down to rest 


without a mouthful to eat, many of whom 
had eaten uo breakfast; but as Capt. Cross 
said, " the man who could not fast two 
days over ZollicolIWs scalp, was no man 
at nil |" and there was no grumbling, as 
thero was no necessity for it. 
_ However, 


the teams catno up in the night with crack- 
ers and bncon. 


Now hero is the summary, so far as I 


know, up to Sunday night; we aro within a 
mile of Zollicofier's encampment; Zollicof- 
fur in killed and his forces have been whip- 
ped— some two hundred of them being kill- 
ed and n great many wounded; one of 
Urittendcn's aids, a lieutenant colonel and 
three surgeons, aro taken prisoners, but 
how many more I know not; two pieces of 
artillery and three wagons were left, and 
the road was strewed with guns, blankets, 
coats, haversacks, and everything else that 
impeded flight; on our side from 20 to 30 
are killed, and from 80 to 100 wounded, 
having no prisoners taken that we know of. 


On the morning of tho 20th, soon after 


daylight, several of tho regiments were 
moved forward towards tho breastwoaks, 
and a cannon ball or two fired over into 
them ; but no answer was made, all was 
quiet. Tho regiments moved steadily on 
and into their fortificationa, it being ascer- 
tained hat thero was no one to oppose 
them. Tho enemy having crossed tho riv- 
er during tho night, or early in tho morn- 
ing the rout was complete. It seems as 
though there was a perfect panic among 
them, their tents having been left standing, 
and their blankets, clothes, (cooking uten- 
sils, letters, papers etc., all left behind.— 
The position is a pretty strong one, but not 
near so much so fts wo had been led to sup- 
pose. Huts were built, nicely chinked with 
mud, 
many of them having windows in 


them for comfortable winterquarters. How 
much work the devils have done, and how 
little it baa profited them. 


I have been wandering around nil day, 


seeing and hearing what I could. The 
Cumberland makes one side of the encamp- 
ment safe, by an abrupt bank 250 feot 
high. I went down to tho river bottom, to 
which there is a road on our side. Here 
were all, or nearly all, of their wagons, 
some twelve or fifteen hundred horses and 
mules, harness,[saddles, sabres, guns; in 
fact, everything. It was a complete stam- 
pede, and by far the most disastrous defeat 
tho southern confederacy has yet met with. 
Ten pieces of cannon, with caissons, are 
also hero. To all appearances they seem 
to have completely lost their senses, having 
only object in view, and that%as to run 
somewhere and hide themselves. 


Now, to account for the battlo taking 


placo as it did. Thero were eleven rebel 
regiments here, two being unarmed ; and 
Zollicoffer, who was the presiding devil, 
although Crittenden had taken the com- 
mand, thought the 10th Indiana and Kin- 
ney's battery were just two regiments by 
themselves, and did^not know that they 
were supported by the balance of the divi- 
sion, which was out of sight behind on ac- 
count of the timber, and he conceived the 
happy idea of rushing upon and capturing 
these two regiments to get their arms to 
supply his own unarmed men. So he took 
all the available farce he had—some 3,000 
or 9,000 men—and made tho attack—with 
what result has already been shown. Now 
this only goes to prove that, in order in put 
this rebellion down, wo must do something. 
In this fight four of our regiments whipped 
and completely routed the great army that 
was under Zollicoffer, killed the old devil 
himself, and may bo Crittenden too, for he 
has not been heard of since the battle. Tho 
prisoners we have taken estimate our force 
at 20,000; bah I we can take them at any 
time and any place, and give them the odds 
three to one, whip them every time. Their 
cause is a bad one, they know it; and the 
only way their men can bo induced to fight 
at all is by their leaders getting in the very

Jlesolved, That we, the people, hero as 
sembled, declare our fealty to and sympathy 
with the south, and for tho protection of 
southern institutions. 


Jiesolved, That we condemn jvs inhuman 


and diabolical the war now waged by tbe 
federal government against tho south. 


Mr. DHVUI said that Mr. Wilson had no 


part in tho resolutions, which were entirely 
without his (Wilson's) sanction in anyway. 
Mr. Davis thon had a paper read, signed by 
Gov. Hall and others, attesting to the loy- 
alty of Mr. Wilson ; also, a letter from Mr. 
Wilson to Mr. Davis, asking that a thorough 
investigation into his .loyalty might be had, 
that tho country, &c. 


Mr. Wilson then took the oath. 
On motion of Mr. Tnunbiill, of Illinois,

retary of war, if in his judgment tho same 
be necessary, for the protection of tho emi- 
grants ^on the overland route between the 
Atlantic states and California and Oregon, 
and Washington Territory, was passed. 


The bouse then resumed the considera 


tion of the Indian Intercourse Act, and 
passed it. 


Tho house considered the senate's amend- 


ment to the consular and diplomatic appro, 
priation bill, and non-concurred in those in- 
cluding Florence among the consul gener- 
alship, and striking out Hayti, Liberia, Ac. 
The bill will be returned to the senate.

Mr. Corwin writes that Dia- 
blado, who is tho salt of the new adminis- 
tration, declares that Mexico will make a 
successful resistance to the invaders, but 
adds that he has not learned on what terri 
torial line of defence he will make it. The 
allies have already differed among them- 
selves on a number of trifling points, such 
as the relative positions at Vora Cruz of 
their national flags, which hare been chang- 
ed three times ; of the order of their stgna- 
tures^to proclatnalionsaiid otherdocumcnts. 


It is doubtful whether the house will pass 


the bill reorganizing the supreme couit as 
it comes from tho senate. It is thought the 
bill will bo amended so as to put Indiana. 
Illinois and Wisconsin in one circuit, ana 
tho states west of the Mississippi in another. 


Recent intelligence leads to tho belief 


that most of tbe rebel soldiers directly in 
front of Washington aro housed between 
Bull Run and Manassas. A sufficient force 
to man tho forts at Centorvillo only being 
loft there. It is believed that a largo por- 
tion of tho wing of tho Potomac is distribu- 
ted at various points in Virginia, upon the 
lines of railroad converging at Matmbsas. 


Col. Reynolds, tbe government agent at 


Port Royal to superintend the gathering, 
growing and transportation of cotton, ar- 
rived here, yesterday, and had a long inter- 
view with the Bccretury of tho treasury. — 
tie has already received more than $1,000,- 
000 worth of cotton. 
Tho two or three 


thousand negroes, just freed, are induatri 
oils and orderly, and do their work well and 
cheerfully. They need clothing and tncdi 
cal attendance. Ho desires to take back 
with him an ample supply of the former, 
and several physicians. 


Times' dispatches. — A rebel deserter who 


came into our lines last evening, contra- 
dicts the report that the rebels have fallen 
back from Manassas.

tude of the Russian empire can only be 
shown by a comparative statement. 
The 


tolal area of the United States, the north, 
the south and the territories, is 2,930, 15(i 
square miles. Tbe area of Franco (inclu- 
ding Corsica and Savoy) is 207,933 square 
miles. The area of the British Isles is 120,- 
850 square miles. Thus the territorial 
extent of tbe United States is twenty-four 
times greater than that of the British laics, 
and fourteen times greater than that of 
France. Our whole area could be divided 
into about 400 states of the size of Massa- 
chusetts. It is estimated that tbe territory 
of our single country is much larger than 
that which constituted the Roman Empire 
when it was greatest. But Russia id be-' 
tween two and three times larger than the 
United States. Her square miles, in Eu- 
rope and Asia, are 7,864,801. From the 
continuity of the empire, except RuHsian 
America, it may be regarded as one great 
whole.

An officer of 


high character has informed us that, to his 
knowledge, on the day when the Pensacola 
ran the gauntlet of the rebel batteries, and 
before tha usual hour for communicating 
the countersign of the day to our pickets 
opposite one of those batteries, the rebel 
pickets boastfully shouted the correct coun- 
tersign across the river, and added : " The 
Pensacola is coming down to-night I" 
What does this prove ? It proves that the 
countersigns which are sent from the war 
department to our camps, are made known 
to the rebels by traitors in confidential po- 
sitions in or near that department, and oth- 
er information in reference to contempla- 
ted movements of our naval forces is like- 
wise communicated to the enemy. 


What is to be the end of all this ? 
Can 


there not be some purification of the de- 
partments, so as to save our country from 
the destruction that must otherwise result 
from such fearful treachery ?

Treason In High Place*. 


[From th« Washington Globe.) 


If tie war for tbo Union fail, its failure 


will probably bo caused more by treason 
than by force of arms. There is every rea- 
son to believe that the success of the rebel- 
lion hitherto has boen secured almost whol- 
ly by treasonable communications from 
trusted men in our own ranks or employed 
in tho management of military affairs.— 
Many such comtnuuicatioua are known to 
have been made, and many moro aro sus- 
pected to bavo been made, ever since tho 
beginning of tho war. Again nnd again 
the confederates have boasted of their pre- 
vious knowledge of all tho movements of 
our armies, aud many facta have proved 
their boasts true. We have just learned a 
most astounding circumstance, which may 
well make every patriot's heart sink in dis- 
may, and almost despair. An officer of 
high character has informed us that, to his 
knowledge, on the day when the Pensacola 
ran the gauntlet of the rebel batteries, ami 
before tho usual hour for communicating 
tbe countersign of the day to our pickets 
opposite one of those batteries, the rebel 
.pickets boastfully shouted the correct coun- 
tersign across the river, and added : " The 
Peusacola is coming down to-night 1"— 
Whut does this prove? It proves that the 
countersigns which are sent from the war 
department to our camps, are made known 
to the rebels by traitors iu confidential po- 
sitions in or near that department, and oth- 
er information in reference to contempla- 
ted movements of our naval forces ia like- 
wise communicated to the enemy. 


What is to he tho end of all this ? Can 


there not be some purification of tbo de- 
partments, ao as to save our country from 
the destruction that must otherwise result 
fioiu such fearful treachery ? The depress- 
ing fact is known that preference for tbe 
southern rebellion, or base corruption, has 
led officers of tbe government to carry on, 
unsuspected, correspondence with the rebels 
to an extent unknown and undiscoverable. 
Shall no effect be made to unmask these 
vile traitors ? If discovered, shall we 'swear 


were appointed who came to Springfield 
while Cran. Bipley waa superintendent. By 
the ooniant of our goTernment. he allowed 
tbaa to impact ail oor machinery; and 
they were able to nnd home a report that 
the wonderful account* they had received 
were true.

Much of 
the machinery had been invented in Spring- 
field, and was very complicated, and could 
not have been made without aid from on* 
government. 
When tho machinery waa 


made, they were allowed to hire from the 
armory such men as they chose, to go to 
England and set up the machinery and su- 
perintend its operation. 
Some of these 


men are there now. At their new arsenal 
at Enfield Locks, they are said to be mak- 
ing two hundred thousand muskets a year. 
For this they are indebted to our kindness. 
They now repay this kindness by forbidding 
the export of arms, saltpeter and lead to 
this country, and by seizing all they can find 
in the bands of our merchants, although it 
has been bought of their people and paid 
for.—SprinyjfieW

CONTRABANDS FLYING ron THEIR LIVES. 


—The following ia from a letter in the Cin- 
cinnati Press, dated at Munfordavillo, Ky., 
on the 14th in^t.: 


Last evening a large body of contrabands 


reached camp, fleeing for their lives from 
about 200 rebel horsemen, who were prowl, 
ing about and ready to pounce upon them. 
In all my life I never saw creatures more 
rejoiced than they seemed to be when onca 
inside our pickets. While speaking to one 
of them I asked why he did not remain 
where ho was until they came up. 
Ho 


opened hia large mouth and grinned, dis- 
playing ns lino n set of teeth as man could 
wish to look at, and said, " Golly, massa, 
I wasn't gwine to let them fellows cotch 
me, kaso they would act me digging up the 
big ditches, and then they would send mo 
down souf." 
" Dont you think they would treat you 


well?" 


"Yal yal vGod bress your dear soul, 


mnn3s, they would kill this poor nigger if 
they .cotch him, bakuso he run for de Union 
and for 0!o Labraman I/mcum j" nnd 
again displaying hia ivory teeth he giggled 
ont, " Mussa, day nm very bad people, and 
willstuat nnythiug; Got1 bress your soul, 
dey don't tink nullin of stealm'all de nig- 
gera in tho country." 


T asked, " Do they steal anything else ?" 


The old negro looked at me for .a moment 
with the utmost astonishment, to see if I 
was serious, and then said, " Massa, does 
you b'l'eve a nigger would steal ?" Being 
answered in thu affirmative, ho continued : 
"I'ae gwino to tell yo now one fac. Old 
massa Uou's boy, down tbar, (I'sc mean 
Zeddekiah HippoliiniiH), would eteal all do 
Lens in de country, an1 todcr day ho felt like 
gwino to steal a hen for Aunt Butsy who 
was sick with do tychiphidc lover, and when 
ho cooked do hen, one of do seckscckesbins 
who catno on a horse stole do hen from 
Zeddekiah fin* old Aunt Betsy; now, Mns- 
B», what do you suppoaum deiu fullers do?" 
As he said this ho clapped his old black 
hands together, end laughed himself almost 
Hack in the face. This is not the story of 
the negro alone, but of all persons who have 
had any dealings with the rebels. 
Who 


would ever imagine that tho " chivalry" 
would be guilty of stealing stolen property 
from a negro? If this was not done by 
Floyd or his men, what under Heaven will 
the poor people do whenever that thief and 
hia crow get among them ? 


Not many years since the English gov- 


eminent were manufacturing rnuakeUi by 
hand labor, and knew of no other way.— 
They learnt through their agent who visited 
the Crystal Palace at New York, aud made 
a visit to Springfield, that we had invented 
machinery for manufacturing arms; and 
actually made thorn so that their parts would 
interchange.
